You can leave the container (carrying the 
firearms) unattended in a vehicle's locked 
trunk or similar compartment if you have a 
valid Authorisation to Transport and 
your firearms are:

@ unable to be fired by using a secure 
locking device: AND 

@ locked in a heavy duty, non-see- 
through container that cannot be 
easily broken open during 
transport. 


If the vehicle doesn't have a trunk or | 
compartment, lock the vehicle and leave the 
container inside and out of sight. 


Fully automatic firearms must be transported 
with their bolts or bolt carriers removed (if 
the bolts or bolt-carriers can be removed 
with reasonable facility).
